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The  Fire  Companies  of  Lebanon. 


There  is  a diversity  of  opinion  as  to  the  exact  year  when 
Lebanon  was  “ laid  out.''  hay,  in  his  His.  Col.  p.  4 jo.  savs  : 
“ Lebanon — or  Steit/.etown,  as  it  was  for  a long  time  called, 
and  still  called  Stheit/.a  by  many  of  the  old  Germans— was 
probably  laid  out  about  the  year  1750.”  Proud,  in  his  Hist. 
Vol.  II,  p.  jSy.  says  : “In  1 7 7 j?  it  is  said  to  contain  above 

two  hundred  good  dwelling  houses,  many  of  them  large  and 
well  built  of  stone  dug  out  of  the  ground  where  the  houses 
stand,  and  inhabited  principally  by  Germans 

With  so  inanv  dwelling  houses  and  other  buildings 
already  on  hand,  it  soon  became  a matter  of  concern  how  to 
provide  pfbtection  against  ioss  by  fire.  This  led  to  a call  for 
a public  meeting  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  which 
meeting  was  held  July  17,  1774.  where  and  when  the  matter 
was  duly,  considered,  # and  as  a result  a fire  company  was 
organized  This  was  called  the  Cedar  Fire  Company,  ami  it 
is  the»beginning  of  the  tire  company  history  of  Lebanon. 

Forty-eight  persons  subscribed  themselves  as  members  of 
the  company,  and  at  once  had  drawn  up  “ Articles  ''  to  govern 
the  compTny.  or  Rulesiand  Regulations,  as  we  would  now  call 
them,  said  Articles  comprising  "twelve  principle  points." 
The  “ original  Articles  " of  the  company  cannot  be  found, 
but  when  the  same  tire  company  was  reorganized  in  1795  it 
adopted  seven  Articles  which  are  said  to  have  embodied  the 
principal  points  of  the  original  twelve  Articles. 

All  the  Acts  and  Proceedings  of  these  meetings,  as  well 
as  the  subsequent  minutes  ol  the  company,  were  written  in 
the  German  language,  as  they  exist  to  this  day.  In  the  year 
1 s 1 they  were  translated  into  Fnglish  by  Rev.  Geo.  H.  Tra- 
bert,  theu  pastor  ot  Salem  Lutheran  church,  Lebanon,  in 
which  form  they  appeared  in  the  Lebanon  “ Daily  Xews,  in 
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the  April  iith,  14th  and  15th  issues  of  that  journal.  This 
beginning  twenty- five  years  ago  of  a promised  consecutive 
account  of  the  Fire  Companies  of  Lebanon,  by  a writer  whose 
name  is  not  in  evidence,  was  most  laudable,  £s  equally  to  be 
regretted  was  its  sudden  and  disappointing  discontinuance, 
and  at  a time  when  many  of  those  since  called  to  the  other 
side  were  still  with  us,  who,  from  their  o.wn  experience,  or 
from  facts  handed  down  to  them,  could  have  furnished  valu- 
able data,  and  interesting  reminiscences  now  no  more  to  be 
had.  A framed  copy  of  the  1795  “ reorganisation  ” Articles, 
with  101  signatures,  hangs  on  the  walls  of  the  Perseverance 
Fire  Company  house,  a donation  from  Dr.  S.  S.  Meily,  now 
many  years -deceased. 

It  is  of  particular  interest  to  note  that  nutfty  of  the  48 
subscribing  members  of  the  1.773  organisation  afterwards 
served  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution  Am(|ng  such  in  par- 
ticular was  John  Philip  De  Haas,  who  was  appointed  a Briga- 
dier General  for  Pennsylvania  troops  on  February  21,  1777. 
See  ,l  Washington  and  the  Generals  of  the  Revolution,”  bv 
Lippincott  «S:  Co  In  the  same  list,  as  also  in  the  larger  list 
of  1795.  are  others  of  whom  meritorious  mentionings  appear 
numerously  in  Rev.  Dr.  Croll's  “ Landmarks  of  the  Lebanon 
Valiev,”  1S95.  and  Rev.  Dr.  Sehmauk’s  ” Old  Salem  in  Leb- 
anon,” 1895.  (quo  vide),  and  in  other  Lebanon  County  histor- 
ical collaborations.  In  fact  a list  of  the  members  of  the 
various  fire  organizations  of  Lebanon,  past  and  present,  is  a 
list  of  its  ” first  citizens,”  first  in  the  sense  of  prominence, 
activity,  and  public  spiritedness — a Roll  of  Honor,  now  in 
continuity  for  134  years,  on  which  its  best  citizens^  irrespec- 
tive of  creed,  wealth,  or  social  prestige,  have  been  glad  to  be 
enrolled,  and  in  maTiy  cases  is  a prized  heritage  from  father  to 
son,  and  from  son  to  grand-son. 

Aiter  this  explanatory  introduction  we  proceed  now  with 
the  documentary  history  of  the  various  fire  organizations, 
following  a chronological  order  as  far  as  possible,  and  begin- 
ning with  the

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Lebanon  Cedar  Fire  Company. 

^ Lkbanon , July  17th,  1-773. 

On  the  above  day  all  the  inhabitants  of  Lebanon  were 
Notified  to  assemble  in  the  house  of  Philip  Greeu await,  in 
order,  voluntarily,  to  consult  with  reference  to  organizing  a 
fire  company. 

The  “ articles  ’’  to  govern  the  company  named  “ Cedar 
Fire  Company  ” were  drawn  up  by  Mr.  Philip  Marsteller,  and 
read  in  the  English  language,  and  afterwards  in  the  German, 
after  which  they  were  printed,  and  a copy  containing  the 
names  of  all  who,  at  that  time,  subscribed  themselves  as  mem- 
bers. was  handed  to  each  member.  The  members  of  the 
“ Cedar  Fire  Company  ’’  were  the  following  :

commenced,  and  naturally  would  throw  fire-matters  in  the 
shade  for  the  time  being  ) ’ 

Saturday,  August  20,  1784. 

The  Cedar  Fire  Company  met  at  the  house  of  Philip 
Greenawalt  at  5 p.  m..  Daniel  Vetzberger  in  the  chair. 

An  election  was  held  and  Peter  Miller  was  elected  Treas- 
urer and  Henry  Seyler  Secretary. 

Philip  Greenawalt  and  Christopher  Uhler  were  elected  to 
take  command  of  the  fire  engine  and  have  a general  super- 
vision whenever  it  is  necessary  of  the  same. 

Frederick  Xagel  and  Frederick  Stoever  were  elected  to 
take  charge  of  the  branch  pipeGvhenever  it  was  necessary  to 
use  it. 
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David  Krause,  Simon  Louck,  Philip  Greenawalt,  Daniel 
and  John  C.  Henning.  Jr. , Con  rail  Fasnacht,  Jacob  Weirick 
and  Benjamin  Schucker  were  elected  to  work  the  engine 
whenever  it  would  he  necessary.

Wiikkkas,  we,  the  citizens  of  the  town  ot  Lebanon, 
fully  convinced  of  the  great  need  of  a well  organized  fire  com- 
pany, since  thereby  our  own,  and  the  houses  ami  propeities 
ot  others  can  be  better  protected  against  fire,  we,  the  said 
citizens,  regard  it  as  ot  the  highest  importance  to  reorganize 
the  already  established  fire  company  under  the  name  ot  the 
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“ Lebanon  Fire  Company,”  and  to  pledge  ourselves  to  the 
following  Articles  : 

Article  First.— AVithio  three  months  each  of  us  shall 
provide  himself  with  two  leather  buckets,  a bag  and  a basket: 
i^providiug  he  does  not  possess  these  already)  the  bag  is  to  be 
made  of  “ Osenburg,”  or  heavy  linen  goods,  and  to  contain, 
at  least,  three  yards,  with  a strong  loop  at  the  mouth.  These 
articles,  viz,  the  buckets,  bag  and  • baskets,  shall  have  the 
owner's  name  on  them,  and  shall  be  huug  up  near  tnedoor  or- 
other  convenient  place  in  the  house,  so  as  to  be  at  all  times 
ready  for  use,  and  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose.  In. 
case  any  of  these  articles  should  be  lost  at  a fire,  the  same, 
shall  be  replaced  out  ol  the  funds  of  the  company,  as  soon  as 
notice  of  such  loss  shall  have  been  given.  ^ 

Article  Second. — That  as  soon  as  an  alarm  of  fire  is 
given,  we  will  all.  without  exception,  ^ppear  with  oar 
buckets,  bag  and  basket,  and  arrange  ourselves  in  the  best 
possible  way  to  extinguish  it.  Should  a house  or  other  build- 
ing of  any  member  of  this  Company  be  in  danger  on  account 
of  fire,  immediatelv  two  of  us  chosen  for  the  purpose  shall 
appear  before  the  door  o:  said  house  or  other  building  in  order 
to  save  all  that  can  be  saved  and  give  it  into  the  hands  of 
such  persons  as  can  be  ‘rusted  ; and  should  more  than  me  of 
us  be  in  such  danger  at  the  same  time,  we  will-divide  ourselves 
to-the  best  of  our  ability  in  order  to  render  every  possible  as-' 
sistanee  to  all  such  who  oe  members  of  this  Company.  Should, 
-however,  a house  or  other  building  of  any  person  not  a mem 
ber  of  this  Company  be  in  flames,  and  afterwards  the  house 
of  a member  of  the  Company  be  endangered,  we  will  do  all 
in  our  power  to  save  the  house  or  building  of  such  member, 
giving  it  the  preference  ; also  should  the  house  or  bidding  of 
a member  of  this  Company  be  on  fire  at  the  same  time,  we 
will  help  the  member  first,  giving  him  the  preference. 

Article  Third. — A President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
shall  be  elected  annually  by  a .majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
Company.  It  shall  be  the  power  and  duty  of  the  President 
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to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Company  ; to  take  and  an- 
nounce the  votes  of -the  members  on  all  motions  and  business 
which  may  be  presented  ; to  call  special  meetings  whenever 
extraordinary  business  or  particular  circumstances  make  it 
necessary  and  to  attend  to  all  other  business  which  may  be 
enjoined  upon  him  by  the  Company. 

It  shall  be  the  power  and  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  record 
in  a book  all  orders,  resolutions,  and  other  business  of  the 
Company,  attest  and  read  the  same  and  to  attend  to  all  other 
business  enjoined  upon  him  by  the  Company. 

It  shall  be  the  power  and  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect 
all  contributions,  fines,  and  all  other  monies  of  the  Company, 
to  pay  all  the  orders  given  by  the  Company  : and  at  the  end 
of  each  year  eutirely  close  his  account  ; and  whenever  the 
Company  requires  it,  to  present  a report  of  its  financial  con- 
dition, and  to  attend  to  all  other  duties  which  may  be  enjoined 
upon  him. 

In  tlfe  absence  of  the  President,  the  Secretary  shall  pre- 
side in  his  stead. 

Article  Fourth. — The  members  of  the  Company  shall 
meet  at  such  places  agd  hour  as  the  Company  thus  assembling 
shall  designate  by  a majority  of  votes,  on  the  last  Saturday  of 
the  months  herein  mentioned,  vi/.  ; May,  August,  November 
and  February,  and  every*  member  who  shall  neglect  to  l>e  pres- 
ent shall  be  required  to  pay  two  shillings  for  each  neglect, 
whetherlt  be  a regular  meeting,  or  one  called  by  the  Presi- 
dent, as  mentioned  in  Article  Third  : sickness  and  unavoida- 
ble absence  alone  excepted;  the  Company,  however,  to  decide 
i n the  matter. 

No  member  is  to  leave  a meeting  as  long  a>  all  the  busi- 
ness is  not  transacted  and  the  next  meeting  decided  upon, 
without  permission  from’the  Company,  under  a penaltv  of  two 
shillings  and  six  pence. 

Article  Fifth  — At  each  quarterlv  meeting  an  Overseer  of 
the  Company  is  to  be  ejected  by  a ballot,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  during  his  term  of  office  to  visit  once  the  houses  of  all  the 
members  of  the  Company,  and  examine  whether  each  bucket 
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is  in  condition  to-be  used  and  hanging  near  the  door  or  other 
convenient  place  in  the  house.  Should  the  Overseer  hud  the 
buckets  not  to  be  in  proper  condition,  th*'  member  possessing 
the  same  shall  pay  the  sum  of  two  shillings  and  six  pence  for 
each  such  neglect  every  quarter.  It  shall  also  be  the  dutv  of 
said  Overseer,  by  order  of  the  President,  to  inform  each  mem- 
ber of  every  meeting,  and  to  notify  them  as  to  the  time  and 
place  of  the  same,  under  a penalty  of  one  shilling  for  each 
member  he  may  omitted  or  neglected  to  give  notice  Should 
the  Overseer  be  sick  or  on  a journey,  he  shall  appoint  a sub- 
stitute m his  place.  No  member  shall  be  elected  to  the  office 
of  Overseer  more  than  once,  without  his  consent,  until  all  the 
members  of  the  Company  have  served  in  that  capacity . The 
President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  not  serve  as  Overseer. 

Article  Sixth  — No  one  shall  be  receutfctl  into  membership 
of  this  Company  except  by  a majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
members  present  at  the  meeting  in  which  the  name  of  the  per- 
son proposed  shall- be  presented.  Should  any  member  be  ac- 

* 

cused  of  conduct  unbecoming  a member  of  this  Company,  the 
President  shall  get  the  sense  of  the  members  at  a meeting,  and 
if  two-thirds  of  the  members  ot  the  Company  shall  declare 
s.ich  offender  unworthy,  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from  the 
roll  and  he  shall  be  excluded.  The  same,  if  anyone  shall  re- 
fuse or  neglect  to  pay  til-  fines  incurred,  according  to  tne.se 
articles,  such  member  shall  be  cited  by  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Company  at  a meeting  of  the  same,  and  admonished  to  pay  : 
should  he  refuse  to  du  so  until  the  next  meeting,  he  may  be 
expelled  from  the  Company  by  a majority  of  vote.>,  and  his 
name  shall  be  stricken  from  the  roll. 

Article  Seventh. — These  articles,  together  jvit'li  a lffit  of 
the  names,  shall  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  Company, 
and  a copy  given  to  each  member,  which  shall  be  hung  up  bv 
said  member  in  a convenient  place  for  public  information,  un- 
der a penalty  of  one  shilling.

The  Cedar  Company  hand  lire  engine, hereinbefore  referred 
to.  and  shown  to  have  been  secured  some  time  early  in  the 
year  1774.  after  many  vicissitudes,  came  into  the  care  or  pos- 
session of  the  Commissioners  of  Febauon  County.  It  was 
then  sold  to  a number  of  citizens  of  Myerstotvn  in  the  early 
sixties,  and  afterward  became  the  property  of'  Mr.  Samuel 
Morret,  who  gave  it  to  his  son  in-law,  Mr.  Cyrus  Dissinger, 
residing  at  Cornwall.  From  him  it  was  purchased  by  Mr.  H. 
C.  Grittinger,  President  of  the  FebarrSh  Countv  Historical 
Society,  and  donated  by  him  to  the  Society.  The  Febanon 
Hook  and  Fadder  Company  kindlf  volunteered  to  take  and 
keep  it  in  custody,  in  the  building  of, which  company  it  is  now 
stored,  until  such  time  as  the  society  may  have  room  of  its 
own  to  place  this  relic  of  Febanon ’s  earliest  fire  company  his- 
torv.  A cut  of  this  primitive  hand  engine  made  from  a photo- 
graph kindly  furnished  by  Mr.  Futher  R Ilarpel,  Febauon ’s 
leading  photographer,  is  herewith  given  and  presents  an  in- 
teresting study. 


The  Fuion  Fire  Company  was  organized  on  Tuesday, 
February  22nd,  17S0.*  at  the  public  house  of  Casper  Suavely 
(now  the  American  House,)  on  South  9th  street,  and  has  con- 
tinued as  such  an  organization  up  to  this  time.

* Oil  the  same  day  a number  of  the  lending  citizens  of  the  town  met 
and  passed  a resolution  : That  the  town  of  Lebanon  be  divided  a-,  fol- 
lows : The  citizens  on  the  east  side  of  Market  street  shall  comprise  one 
Tire  Company,  and  the  citizens  west  of  Market  street  one  Tire  Company; 
it  was  also  resolved  that  the  Company  west  of  Market  street  be  called 
the ’“Union,”  and  the  other,  east  of  Market  street,  be  continued  under 
the  uame  of  the  Lebanon  Cedar  Fire  Company. 


The  Union  • Fire  Company. 
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The  first  officers  elected  at  this  meeting  were  Judge  Philip 
Gloninger,  President,  who  for  a number  of  years  was  re- 
elected President  of  the  Company  ; Henry  Kelker,  Secretary  ; 
and  Casp.-r  Suavely.  Treasurer. 

The  records  of  the  Company  were  kept  in  the  German 
langu  ige  up  to  the  year  iX_jo.  It  was  agreed  tiiat  meetings 
be  held  only  every  three  months  at  different  public  houses.  A 
resolution  was  also  passed  that  each  member  of  the  Company 
be  compelled  to  provide  himself  with  a leather  bucket  and  a 
bag.  The  meetings  of  the  Company  were  held-  regularly  at 
stated  intervals,  at  which  meetings  fines  were  collected,  and 
new  members  elected. 

At  a meeting  held  at  the  house  of  John  Dubs.  Saturday, 
February  22nd,  1X07.  it  was  reported  that  a hand  engine  had 
been  purchased  for  the  Company,  and  that  Mr.  Seiss,  of  Har- 
risburg, from  whom  the  engine  was  bought,  had  visited  Leb- 
anon and  placed  it  in  working  order  for  fire  services. 

- The  first  engine  house  stood  on  the  lot  of  the  Hon.  Peter 
Gloninger.  At  a meeting  held  August  27th,  1X0S,  Hon.  John 
Gloninger  moved  that  a new  house  be  erected,  as  the  old  one 
y as  too  small,  provided  Hon.  Peter  Gloninger  would  consent. 
Christian  Snavely  was  appointed' to  see  Mr.  Gloninger  and  ob- 
tain permission,  and  at  the  next  meeting  reported  that  the  new 
house  was  already  finished  except  the  pahiting. 

Meetings  were  held  at  regular  stated  times,  but  nothing 
"Of  anv  importance  translated,  except  the  noting  of  absentees 
of  the  members,  and  collecting  fines,  etc  . until  August  cbth, 
f S"  1 5 . when  it  was  resolved  that  one  hundred  copies  of  the 
"Articles''  be  printed  and  be  furnished  the  members.  At  a 
meeting  held  August  3 1st,  1X10,  it  was  resolved  that  the  tire- 
ladders  shall  be  secured  with  a lock,  and  the  key  be  placed  in 
tile  possession  of  Philip  Huber.  Members  were  allowed  the 
use  of  a ladder  for  private  purposes,  provided  they  returned 
it  the  same  daw  failing  to  return  it  they  were  fined  one  dollar. 

May  27th  . 1X20,  Mr.  Mmanuel  Meilv  was  instructed  to. 
examine  the  hand  engine  and  make  a report  of  its  condition.

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May  31st,  iSjS,  Jacob  Arndt,  John  A.  Zimmerman  and  Jacob 
Karch  were  appointed  a Committee  to  have  the  engine  rebuilt. 
Mav  jbth.aSyj,  it  was  'ordered  that  the  fire  ladders  be  re- 
moved from  the  market  house,  where  they  had  been  stored  up 
to  this  time.  February  ewth.  1S40,  it  was?  resolved  to  ring  the 
bell  of  the  Reformed  Church  in  case  of  a the.  < >11  the  last 
Saturday  in  May,  1 S4  1 , a parade  ot  the  Company  was  held  in 
Market  Square.  In  this  parade  the  Lebanon  County  Fire  Com- 
panv  was  invited  to  participate,  it  being  then  the  only  other 
tire  companv  in  existence,  the  Lebanon  Cedar  having  been 
disbanded. 

On  M iv  jSth.  1S4J.  Jacob  B.  Weidman.  Fs<|.,  was  ap- 
pointed,to  make  application  to  have  the  Company  chartered. 
In  1 84 3 Messrs.  John  B.  Weidman,  Samuel  Greenawalt  and 
John  H.  Kluge  were  appointed  a committee  to  negotiate  for  a 
new  engine.  This  engine  was  afterwards  bought  by  Jacob 
Stower.  in  Baltimore,  (or  four  hundred  c#>ll  ars.  A new  engine 
house  was  al-o  erected  that  year  on  grounds  of  Jacob  B.  W’eid- 
man,  the  entire  coO  of  which  was  >ixty  seven  dollars. 

The  lirst  hand  engine  the  Company  owned  wa>  purchased 
in  the  year  1S07.  as  already  shown,  and  was  used  by  the  Com- 
pairv  lor  sometime,  when  it  wa>  bought  by  Loren/.o  L (Ireen- 
awal‘  who  used  it  at  hF  large  tannerv,  situated  on  the  Ouit- 
tapahilla  Creek,  on  North  Tenth  -treet.  The  running  gear  of 
* this  little  engine  was  afterwards  used  as  a wagon  by  losi-ah 
C.reenawalt  The  company  thenMetaileil  Mr.  Jacob  Stoever 
to  go  to  Baltim-  >re  aud  select  another  haud  engine  to  meet  the 
necessity  ut  the  town,  which  he  ‘accordingly  did,  and  pur- 
chased what  was  named  “Black  SaL  The  engine  was  then- 
shipped  to  Lancaster,  and  Mr.  Stoever  crossed  the  mountains 
with  two  horsed  and  conveyed  it  to  Cornwall  Joseph  II.  Fil- 
ler, who  occupied  the  old  family  residence  at  tile  west  end  of 
Willow  street,  in  Lebanon,  whose  death  occurred  on  the  21st 
day  of.  March,  1SS3,  aged  74  years,  was  an  active  member  ot 
the  Company  at  Fiat  time,  and  ban  command  of  a military 
company..  He  marched  with  his  company  to  the  Cornwall 
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Mountains,  to  where  the  engine  had  been  brought  trom  Lan- 
caster, and  brought  it  to  Lebanon.  Hundreds  of  the  citizens 
oi  the  town  had  assembled  in  Market  Square  at  the  arrival  of 
Mr.  Lhler  with  the  engine  to  take  a look  at  it.  At  the  same 
time  the  engine  was  given  a test  in  Market  Square  in  the 
presence  of  a large  concourse  of  the  citizens  and  firemen,  and 
was  declared  entirely  satisfactory.  It  was  then  housed  in  a 
new  house,  which  had  been  erected  for  its  reception  at  the 
corner  or  Tenth  and  Cumberland  streets. 

I11  1S55  the  last  hand  engine  that  was  used  by  the  Com- 
pany was  purchased.  This  was  afterwards  sold  to  a party  of 
citizens  of  the  \ illage  of  Fredericksburg,  some  years  after  the 
Company  had  procured  a steam  fire  engine.

Christian  Henry,  w ho  died  on  the  17th  day  of  June.  1S94. 
aged  7S  years,  was  an  old  and  respected  member  of  the  Com- 
pany. and  was  elected  1 reasurer  ot  the  organi/ation  for  a pe- 
riod ot  ,V>  successive  vears. 
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In  1858  the  Union  moved  into  its  present  home,  on  South 
Xiuth  street.  Prior  to  the  purchase  of  an  Arnoskeag  steamer 
■a  first-class  hand-engine  was  used  by  the  Company.  Tlie  en- 
gine was  bought  from  John  Agnew.  of  Philadelphia,  and  was 
in  service  until  the  year  1868,  when  it  was  sold  to  a party  of  gen- 
tlemen,at  Fredericksburg, in  Lebanon  county , as  already  shown. 
On  December  26th,  1866,  the  present  steamer,  a second-class 
Amoskeag.  was  received,  and  has  been  in  service  ever  since. 
The  steamer  cost  85,000.  The  Onion  has  also  one  of  the  finest 
glass  hose  carriages  in  the  State.  It  cost  the  Company  Se.ooo. 
On  March  19th,  1868,  the  first  charter  for  a "Steam”  Fire 
Company  was  granted  to  the  Union.  In  May,  1880,  the  Com- 
pany celebrated  its  one  hundredth  anniversary.  This  year, 
too,  a great  firemen's  parade  was  held  in  honor  of  the  anni- 
versary on  the  17th  day  of  May,  aud  it  was  unquestionable 
the  largest  parade  that  was  ever  held  in  Lebanon.  Upwards 
of  twenty  five  visiting  fire  companies  we$-e  represented,  and 
the  Union  alone  had  four  hundred  and  twebty  five  fully  equip- 
ped men  iu  line.  In  1SS1  the  Union  drew  the  prize  at  the 
State  Firemen’s  Tournament,  held  at  Reading,  Pa.,  for  having 
the  greate>t  number  of  men  in  line — three  hundred  and  forty- 
seven.  Its  membership  always  comprised  some  of  the  best 
and  most  act  ve  citizens  ot  Lebanan.  Prominent  among  them 
were- Peter,  Philip  and  John  \V.  Gloninger,  Johu  B.  aiid  Jacob 
'B.  Weidman.  John  \V.  K iilinger,  J . H.  Kluge,  John  Krause, 
William  M.  Bresliu,  Col  David  S.  Hammond,  J.  B.  Hlester, 
Joseph  Sbantz,  Col.  William  Shirk', 'Lorenzo  C.  Shirk,  the 
McConnells.  Uhlers,  Snavelys,Reiuoehls,Greenawalts, Knocks, 
Gasserts,  Lousers,  and  many  others.  The  Company  at  pres 
ent  has  over  six  hundred  members  enrolled  on  its*  books.  Dr. 
William  S.  Huber  is  its  present  efficient  President.  Daniel 
Musser  is  the  veteran  Secretary,  who  has  been  elected  to  said 
office  for  forty  one  years  in  .succession.

In  the  year  1814  a number  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  of 
| Lebanon  held  a meeting  for  the  purpose  of  renewing  a fire 
company  which  had  been  doing  fire  service  already,  but  was 
not  kept  up  as  such  an  organization  should  be.  At  this  meet- 
ing the  name  of  ‘ The  Hast  Hire  Company”  was  adopted,  and 
Rules  and  Regulations  were  made,  and  it  was  decided  that  all 
those  that  were  present  at  the  meeting  and  all  those  that  would 
be  taken  into  the  Company  in  the  future  must  supply  them- 
selves with  leather  buckets,  bags  and  baskets  to  be  used  in 
case  of  a lire,  and  every  member  ol  the  Company  had  to  keep 
these  things  at  a place  in  his  house  and  run  to  all  fires,  except 
in  case  ot  sickness 

At  this  meeting  Adam  Ritscher  was  elected  President, 
Martin  Yensel.  Secretary,  and  Jacob  Kmbieh,  Treasurer.  The 
following  citizens  signed  their  names  as  members  of  this 
newly-oTganized  fire  company:  Peter  Schindel,  Peter  Fischer, 
Kd ward  Godwin.

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The  Lebanon  County  Fire  Company. 

On  the  jth  of  November.  iSeg.  citizens  of  Lebanon  met 
and  formed  Rules  and  Regulations  for  a fire  organization  called 
the  “Lebanon  County  Fire  Company.'  The  rules  and  regu- 
lations contained  thirteen  sections.  At  this  meeting  the  fol- 
lowing officers  were  elected  to  serve  during  the  year  1830:

The  Lebanon  Couuty  Fire  Company  had  a small  hand 
engine  in  its  possession,  which  did  excellent  service  at  tires 
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torjjiute  a number  of  years.  It  was  housed  in  a small  frame 
building  which  was  standing  on  the  northwest  corner  on 
b.ighth  street  and  Spring  alley,  on  the  ground  on  which  the 
Court  House  stands.  The  name,  "Lebanon  County  Lire 
Company,”  was  painted  on  the  house  in  large  letters.  In  the 
year  1S54  the  members  who  constituted  the  company  at  that 
time  signed  their  names  as  members  of  the  Luion  Lire  Com- 
pany. Afterwards  the  Lebanon  County  Hand  Kugine  was 
taken  to  the  Lebanon  County  Poor  House  for  the  purpose  of 
using  it  in  case  of  a tire  at  that  institution.  The  apparatus 
was  kept  in  working  order  there  for  some  years,  when  it  was 
leit  standing  out  in  the  open  weather  until  it  became  rotten 
and  at  la>t  it  was  demolished  into  scrap. 

The  merging  of  the  Lebanon  County  Lire  Company  into 
the  Union  Lire  Company  in  4S54,  above  referred  to,  was 
effected  at  a joint-meeting  held  Lebruary  25,  of  that  year,  as 
per  following  Resolution  adopted  at  said  meeting:  “ Re 

solved,  That  the  Union  and  Lebanon  County. Lire  Companies 
be  and  are  hereby  united  under  the  charter  of  the  former  com- 
pany.”, The  engine  house  built  in  1S4}  was  afterwards  re- 
moved to  the  corner  lot  of  the-  Academy  School  Building  on 
Water  street,  now  Willow  street.  Afterwards  the  engine  ( of 
the  Union  Lire  Company ) was  removed  to  the  wheel- wright 
shop  of  Henry  Herr,  on  the  lot  on  which  the  blacksmith  shop 
of  John  Gates  now  stands,  on  the  corner  of  Willow  street  and 
Hoe  alley,  which  wheelwright  shop  was  converted  into  an 
engine  house.

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The  Perseverance  Fire  Company. 

The  Perseverance  lore  Company,  located  on'  Willow 
street,  was  organized  on  the  12th  da\  of  May,  rSgp,  and  has 
been  a continuous  organization  to  the  present  time.  The  first 
President  was  hrancis  II.  i-.lmr,  and  Secretary,  Henry  O. 
Derr.  In  November  or  that  year  the  company  purchased 
Irom  John  Agnew,  of  Philadelphia,  a new  third  class  hand- 
engine,  the  first  suction  engine  in  Lebanon  Xot  having  a 
place  to  house  this  engine  it  was,  by  permission  of  the  Union 
Fire  Company,  placed  and  kept  in  the  house  of  that  company. 
Hose  was  afterwards  secured,  and  the  old  “ranks  and 
buckets  style,  in  vogue  lor  many  years,  was  discontinued 
whenever  water  could  be  drawn  from  the  creek  or  a cistern. 
The  first  Hose  Cart  in  the  Borough  (now  city)  was  also  manu- 
factured about  this  time.  In  the  year  1864  the  company, 
seeing  the  growth  of  the  town  required  a corresponding  ad- 
vance«.in  the  line  of  lire  apparatus,  adopted  the  name  of 
Perseverance  Steam  Fire  Company,  and  at  once  ordered  a 
steam  fire  engine  from  U Button  N:  Son.  The  engine,  which 
was  the  first  steamer  in  the  county,  arrived  the  following 
year.  Adam  Rise, -deceased,  was  one  of  the  oldest  members 
apd  held  the  office  of  the  company,  as  Treasurer,  for  many 
years.  The  company  has  been  not  only  an  effective  volunteer 
fire  organization  in  the  saving  of  life  and  property  for  all  these 
year*. but  has  the  proud  distinction  of  having  furnished,  under 
the  command  of  Captain  William  M Derr  and  Captain  John 
S.  Long,  two  companies  in  defence  of  the  Union  at  the  time 
of  its  peril  in  1S61,  and  whose  services  in  the  ogrd  Regiment, 
Pennsylvania  Veteran  V olunteers,  forms  an  epoch  in  history.

Pursuant  to  a call  by  a number  of  citizens  for  a public 
meeting,  to  be  held  in  the  Council  Chamber  of  the  Borough, 
May  24,  1 S 6 1 , tor  the  purpose  of  organizing  a Hook  and  Lad- 
der Company,'  a large  meeting  was  held  on  the  evening  of 
said  day.  I)r.  Cyrus  I)  Gloninger  was  elected  President  and 
William  W.  Murray,  Secretary.  Fifty-one  persons  enrolled 
their  names  at  this  first  meeting  as  members  of  the  company, 
and,  as  it  had  come  to  the  knowledge  of  some  of  the  enrolled 
members  that  a new  Truck,  built  for  a company  at  Atlanta, 
Georgia,  would  under  no  circumstances  be  shipped  to  its  in- 
tended destination  on  account  of  uncertain  delivery  brought 
on  by  the  Rebellion,  but  on  the  contrary  would  be  sold  to  any 
reliable  party  where  shipment  could  be  made.  In  acco  dance 
with  these  facts  a committee  was  appointed  to  purchase  said 
Truck,  if  satisfactory,  and  ou  June  8th.  1861,  the. Truck  was 

A 

delivered  by  the  builder,  Samuel  Lenoir,  of  Philadelphia,  and 
paid  for  by  subscriptions  from  our  citizens.  A fine  parade 
was  had  on  said  day,  participated  in  by  the  Union,  Persever- 
ance hnd  Hook  and  Ladder  Companies,  a'nd  the  Truck  was 
housed  in  a one  story  frame  building  erected  on  the  lot  adjoin- 
ing the  -American  House,  ou  South  Ninth  street.  On  Feb- 
ruary erst,  1882,  a Fair  wras  opened  iu  Fisher’s  Hall  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  funds  to  procure  a site  whereon  to  erect  a 
suitable  builduig,  the  proceeds  of  which  amounted  to  more 
than  $i,ooo,  out  of  which  the  lot  upon  which  their  handsome 
house  now  stands  was  bodght  and  the  corner  stone  was  laid 
by  Mt  Lebanon  Lodge,  No.  22 6 F.  and  A.  Masons,  ou 
Wednesday,  May  24th,  1882.  On  August  20th,  1S72,  the 
company  was  incorporated,  and  on  May  24th,  1883,  they 
moved  into  their  new  house  on  South  Kighth  street.  Among 
the  prominent  and  original  persous  who  were  interested  in  the 
organization  of  this  company  were  : Dr.  Cyrus  D.  Gloninger,

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The  Liberty  Steam  Fire  Company. 

The  Liberty  Steam  Fire  Company  was  organized  on  the 
5th  of  March,  1872,  and  was  incorporated  on  the  11th-  of 
August,  1872.  The  officers  in  1872  were  : President,  John 

H.  Miller;  Vice  President,  Edward  C.  Huston;  Secretary, 
John  M.  Good;  Assistant  Secretary,  Peter  L.  Zimmerman; 
Treasurer,  Charles  H.  Meily.  In  its  first  year  of  existence 
the  company  procured,  through  the  generosity  of  Hon.  G. 
Dawson  Coleman  and  the  citizens  of  the  northern  section  of 
our  city  and  North  Lebanon,  a second-class  Clapp  & Jones 
Steam  Fire  Engine.  Hose  Carriage  and  six  hundred  feet  of 
hose.  The  Libert)'  engine  house  is  in  the  square  on  North 
Ninth  street.  The  organization  of  this  company  was  orig- 
inally effected  in  the  Mifflin  school  house,  on  Guiiford  street. 
At  that  time  there  was  some  dissatisfaction  as  to  the  name  to 
be  given  the  company.  Boatmen  on  the  Union  canal  at  that 
time  tvanted  to  call  it  the  “North  Liberty,”  while  those  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  northern  part  of  the  city  wanted  it  “Liberty,” 
which  was  finally  adopted.  - The  committee  who  purchased 
the  steamer  were  John  H.  Miller,  Charles  H.  Meily,  Edward 
C.  Euston,  E.  Gingrich,  Benjamin  Zeller,  Augustus  P.  A 1 1 - 
wein,  J.  Meyer  Light.  A.  Gardner  and  John  H.  Moore.  On 
March  22nd,.  1872,  John  H.  Moore  and  John  H.  Good  were 
appointed  a committee  to  act  on  the  purchase  of  a Hose  Car- 
riage, and  Augustus  P.  Allwein  was  appointed  a committee  of 
one  to  find  a place  for  the  housing  of  the  carnage.  On 
March'  the  29th,  the  same  year,  the  committee  reported  that 
the  Mt.  Airy  Fire  Company  Hose  Carriage  and  300  feet  of 
hose  could  be  had  for  $400.  It  was  then  decided  that  the 
painting  of  the  same  was  to  cost  :22  50,  and  that  the  engrav- 
ing of  the  word  “Liberty”  on  the  plates  not  to  cost  more 
than  $20.  On  April  6th,  1872,  William  Hckenroth's  carriage 
house  was  rented.  On  April  12th  John  H.  Moore  and  Charles 
H.  Meily  vveVe  instructed  to  go  to  Philadelphia  and  purchase 
the  carriage,  and  through  the  support  of  Hon.  G.  Dawson 
Coleman  and  the  citizens  of  North  Lebanon,  step  by  step  the 
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Liberty  Fire  Company  grew.  Henry  Fox,  Gottlieb  Gardner, 
Adolphus  Reinoehl,  Jacob  Werner,  John  'Moore,  Charles  H. 
Meily,  John  H Miller,  Benjamin  Zeller,  William  Eckenroth, 
John  Allwein,  George  Hoffman  and  Joseph  Bowman  were 
the  twelve  charter  members  when  the  company  was  organized. 
Harry  E.  Euston  ;s, the  President  of  the  company,  and  John 
H.  Kochenderfer  is  filling  the  office  of  Secretary  for  the  last 
15  years.

The  Friendship  Hose  Company. 

The  Friendship  Hose  Company  was  organized  September 
20,  1872,  and  disbanded  in  [883.  The  fir|t  officers  were  :

The  Good  Will  Fire  Company  had  its  beginning  in  Henry 
Loeb’s  barber  shop,  at  the  corner  of  Twelfth  and  Brandywine 
streets,  on  January  9th,  1896.  The  company  was  organized 
then  with  the  following  officers  : President,  Dr.  Alfred  C. 

Hersh;  Vice  President,  B W.  Light:  Secretary,  Dr.  A.  G. 
Biever;  Fiuauce  Secretary,  S.  L.  Hower;  Treasurer,  Harry  P. 
Moyer.  The  organization  was  named  the  "Good  Will  Fire 
Kngine  and  Hose  Company,  No.  5.”  and  a committee  on  the 
Cons'itution  and  By-Laws  formulated.  The  next  thing  done 
was  the  procuring  from  G.  Dawson  Coleman  and  Brocks,  at' 
the  North  Lebauon  Furnaces,  the  old  Washington  Hose  Car- 
riage. This  was  secured  at  this  meeting,  antUA.  H.  Biever’s 
stable  accepted  for  a temporary  housing.  A committee,  con- 
sisting of  B.  W.  Light.  Harry  Loeb,  Dr.  |J.  A.  Biever 'and 
Abram  J.  Light,  was  appointed  to  secure  the  present  lot  at 
the  corner  of  the  alley,  between  Eleventh  aid  Twelfth  streets, 
on  Lehman.  On  February  10th,  1896,  the  lot  was  purchased 
from  S.  E.  Light.  On  February  13th.  1896,  a Building  Com- 
mittee, consisting  of  .M.  W.  Good,  G.  W.  Shay,  Thomas 
Bomgarduer  and  Dr.  A.  C.  Hersh,  was  named,  and  arrange- 
ments made  for  holding  a fair.  On  February  17th,  1896,  the 
By-Laws  were  adopted,  and  in'  May,  during  the  the  last  two 
weeks  of  that  month,  a successful  fair  was  held.  The  bard 
times  of  the  year  1896,  however,  was  not  so  propitious  for  the 
company,  but  the  cellar  was  dug  for  the  new  building  by  the 
firemen,  who  worked  at  convenient  opportunities  between 
working  hours.  In  the  year  of  1897  a new  ijnpetus  was 
given  by  the  appointments  of  a new  Building.  Committee  on 
May  24th.  j.  E Light,  Dr.  Alfred  C.  Hersh,  W.  L.  Buck,  C. 
A.  Bell  and  D.  B.  Buck,  the  body  so  formed  Started  in  ener- 
getically, plans  were  submitted  from  Harry  E.  Gingrich  of 
this  city';  the  Reinoehl  Lumber  Company  supplied  the  wood 
work,  and  Bell  & Company  the  brick  work.  Some  of  the 
latter  was  done  by  J.  E.  Light,  and  the  firemen  helped  with 
the  carpenter  work.  It  was  literally  a ‘labor  of  love  and  self- 
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reliance.  The  President  of  the  Good  Will  is  Dr.  Alfred  C. 
Hersh.

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Legislative  Acts. 

An  act  ot'  the  Legislature  of  March  the  25th,  1S64, 
authorized  the  establishment  of  a Fire  Department,  and  the 
Borough  of  Lebanon  to  borrow  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  to  be  appropriated  towards  the  same.  The  act  cl 
March  20th,  1S67,  eufpowered  the  Borough  o*f  Lebanon  to 
borrow  ten  thousand  dollars  lor  the  erection  ol  an  engine 
house  for  the  use  of  the  Perseverance  Steam  Kngine  and  Hose 
Company.  Bv  the  ordinance  of  the  Borough  passed  August 
iSth,  1873,  all  the  fire  anil  hose  companies  were  formed  and 
uuitt.l  in  the  Fire  Department  of  the  Borough  of  Lebanon,  to 
be  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Chief  Burgess  and  Town 
Council.  The  officers  of  the  Lebanon  F'ire  Department  are 
elected  annually  by  three  delegates  chosen  from  each  com- 
pany. George  H.  Spang,  deceased,  who  held  the  office  of„ 
President  of  the  Union  F'ire  Company  for  30  ylbrs,  was  elect- 
ed the  first  Ch'ef  Engineer  of  the  Lebanon  Fire  Department. 
The  present  Chief  Engineer  is  Harry  (4  Looser,  of  the  Hook 
& Ladder  Company. 

A Lebanon  Fireman  s Fire  Supply  Inventions. 

In  connection  with  the  history  of  the  Lebanon  F'ire  De 
partment  it  may  be  proper  to  make  hrief  mention  of  some 
very  useful  improvements  invented  for  tjie  benefit  of  firemen 
by  our  townsman,  C.  M.  Bowman,  editor  of  the  Lebanon 
Daily  “ Times,"  as  Lebanon's  contribution  to  increase  the 
efficiency  of  firemen’s  work  generally.

It  consists  of  a small  battery 
and  bell  on  the  engine,  and  is  under  the  control  of  the  men  at 
the  play  pipe.  The  \vater  conies  when  signaled  for  and  the 
engine  immediately  stops  when  the  signal  is__given  by  the  men 
at  the  branch  pipe. 

Tile  Patent  Rotary  l hose  II rye r is  constructed  ot  the  best 
materials — iron,  steel,  brass  and  wood.  The  device  is  cabinet 
shaped,  and  needs  but  little  space  in  an  engine  house.  One 
man  can  easily  place  the  hose  on  the  machine,  and  just  as 
easily  remove  it,  sdthat  the. hose  can  be  dried  without  the 
least  injury  ;o  it.  It  is  operated  by  an  electric  motor,  and 
rack  shaft  revolves,  with  the  coils  of  hose  on  the  rack.  The 
whole  process  is  simple  and  perfect,  and  is  a great  saving  in 
the  labor  of  firemen  that  have  it  in  use  for  drying  hose.
